The question of a family holding being c vpablc of \ield 
mg a net income of Rs 800 has come up foi discussion It 
is not as if we have aimed at this figuie ubitraiily It is a 
fact we have considered the questions m ill then aspects 
This figuie of Rs 800 came befme us and lie ueie ouisehis 
suiprised at this conclusion 

Sn when wc staited vith the amending Bill it was oui idei 
to acquue surplus 1 inds and then duly distubute them II e 
know this much that the land, hungei is so much that the 
surplus land that may be available is not going to solve the 
problem at all and peihaps moie Bills me necessaiy to 
solve the complications which may ause iheiebom. In spite 
of it howeaer the counliy needs thit a mathematical solu 
tion his to be given to the man who uants land today 

The pcison who uants land has been told thit there is 
enough land aa ailable This pfunt has been stressed In 
each party , aid as such it becomes incumbent upon all the 
parties sitting heie and also peihaps upon the lesponsible 
public to tell the people who aie desnous of possessing land 
that this much alone is the land available and tins is the 
only land which can be distubuted buck being the case 
whethei « e desned or not and whethei thcie is siuplus land oi

Wc fiist thought that the income which the Piesidcnt of 
the Indian Republic is diawing 01 the Punic Minister of India 
is diawing can easily be fixed as the ceiling lliaL was some 
body s sugge tion It stands to reason and it must stand to 
leason also But Sn, the spheies iri different That may 
he the othei side of the aigument But one thing struck me 
and I think it is also leasonablc It was this 

We is membeis of the Legislotuie h n e taken to an aveiage 
income of Rs 8600 pei year Oui monthly salaij of lls 200 
and othei allowances of Rs 100 come to Rs 300 oil an avenge 
and on this basis we have fixed Rs 8,600 This stand aid we have 
fixed foi ourselves as lepiesentatives of the people is Bi 
8,600 is oui annual income and with no bioath can we at 
any time say that the as erage man should take Rs 2400 or 
something less than Rs 8600 which we, as lepiesentatives of 
the people, fixed tor oui selves Tint is the aveiage standaid 
of life to das We do not want to lead a very high standaid of 
life We aie not a uch class uoi we wish to be Zemindars Tagir 
dais Such being the case Sir we prefeirecl that this Rs 8600 
should be the ceiling flguie and that was also the way in 
w Inch we thought that surplus land could be had This also 
in a way fitted m calculatintg the surplus land whethei we 
belies e in statistics or not it was a question of piocuung 4 
lakhs acres of surplus land We thought that this was the way 
which could solve both sides of the pioblem and, we have 
taken Rs 8 006 as the ceiling Coming to l middle class 
family man it comes to Rs 1 800 i e half of the ceiling and if 
w e take into account an average family of five that natuially 
will come to half of this 1,800 That was the way m which 
one line of thinking proceeded and we arrived at this flguie 
It may be a few lupees this way oi that , but I am dnving 
the hon Membei sto the thought that influenced us on this point 

Be aie m a country ivheie we hai e got organized labour 
Chgamsed Inborn is industrial labour We have agieed as per 
the Rege Committee with all dearness allowances we allow 
them a sum of Rs 80 as monthly income in its maximum 
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If Rs 00 ib multiplied lw 12 it works oul to lib 720 In 
tins connection I should like to mention that oui coimtiv 
at the present junctuie has an oiganised laboui class mm ement 
and we have always upheld the cause of laboui tluough In 
dustnal Tnbunals International Oiganisations and tluough 
vauous othei means I am peisonallv convinced that the

I now come to anothei point which is of an mpoitant 
natuie We always speak of landloids Now anothei 
woid has come into Vogue viz Supci visoi\ landloids If 
tenant is to be taken as a relic of landloidibm I do agree that 
theie is supeivisory landloidism As such on the above basis 
hon Member who wants to plead for the tenant must blow 
that his logic takes him to plead for the jagndai oi for the 
jagirdan system If he has the abov e conception let him not 
foi a moment uphold the cause of the tenant heie I am bur

to tiy and see thit some land is available which tan be given 
away to people and mathematically show that only so much 
land is av ailablc Iamafiaid we ue making much ol things 
winch aie not actually existing Only bv clarifying this 
question of land to people the land hungci would decrease 
and people will tiy to adjust themselves to some soit of othei 
professions This is an important question and this has 
absolutely no ultenoi motive Quoting fiom Sn W tv alankai 
or from somewhere else and saying that the mmonty is being 
ignored and so on will not solve the pioblem I know this 
much that Demociacy lests not m the majonty noi in the 
minority it lests only in one thing ic the conect pi active 
of life and evolution of democratic thought Then only we 
can evol\e a democratic life We miy cn m judgement 
but expenenoe will guide us m the pioper direction I im 
not immediately for levenue basis moie so when theie me 
different mterpietations appeals and countci vppeals Tint 
is not going to solve the pioblem If we aie earnest m giving 
some suiplus land to the people if wc are anxious to see that 
theie is no distinction made between a tenant and a sm ill 
pattedar I wish Sir that we take up the Bill as it is and then 
woik it up If theie is any defect — theie may be some defects 
we cm look into it at a latei stage The aiguments of some 
hon friends especially that of the hon Membei hom 
Vcuiuleiabacl md Mushirabad, did convince me eailiei , but 
now I cmnot understand then aiguments
